My mission and the focus of 
every employee on this team for 
1993 is to display academic excel- 
lence by improving the achieve- 
ment level of every student sitting 
in our classrooms. To realize this 
mission, we must work together 

The roadmap for improving 
academic achievement has been 
put into place. The Effective 
Schools Process is already working 
in our schools. | have been with this 
district for 17 years and have lived 
through many different concepts 
and models; none has captured my 
enthusiasm more than this 
process. Let me say again that this 
is a process: something that hap- 
pens over time. | want you to know 
that we will keep moving forward 
until significant progress can be

The Effective Schools Process

, _ As a young tennis star, Ashe was the first Black 
+ person to win the U.S Open and Wimbledon tourna- 
} ments. For those who were: old enough to appreciate 
Lhim, Ashe was a sports hero who proved to the world 
that Blacks could exceed in sports other than baseball, 
football and basketball 
Ashe's true greatness, however, came after he left 
the professional tennis cirquit and devoted his time to 
writing and speaking. He became a powerful force in 
the civil rights movement, and served as one of the 
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Many unanswered questions still remain regarding 
the exact time that Michael Pipkins died, and whether 
the officers failed to seek timely medical assistance for 
him; The Mayor has instructed the Chief of Police to 
thoroughly investigate these issues. and to return 
departmental charges against the officers if they vio- 
lated any rules, He has also appointed a commission, 
which. is responsible for.a complete review of police 
procedures in making arrests and the transportation of 
suspects. This is an important step to insure that similar 
situations do not occur in the future 

In. addition to the continuing investigation being 
conducted by the city, Thomas Jones, a Black man who 
serves as Special Agent-in-Charge of the Cleveland 
FBI office, has reportedly:pledged to get involved with 
the case, He will turn the evidence over to the Justice 
Department, so that it can investigate whether Michae! 
Pipkins’ civil rights were violated, 

These investigations will determine whether there 
was any wrongdoing by the two officers beyond the 
scope of the ruling that was made by the Cleveland 
Prosecutor. If there was any wrongdoing. immediate 
action must be taken, either by the Cleveland Police 
Department or the Department of Justice 

Nothing can be said or done to bring Michael Pipkins 
back to his family, Yet, he has already made a great 
and lasting contribution to this community, by bringing 
the issue of police treatment of young Black male 
Suspects into the public forum

Ashe was an example of the manner. in’ which so 
many innocent people have become tragic victims of 
the AIDS virus. He believed that he was accidentally 
cted during open heart surgery, but.did not harbor 
ph malice or ill will as a result of his disease, In fact, 
he told the world not to feel sorry for him. and worked 
diligently through his foundation, to finda cure for AIDS.

A responsible budget 


ov, George Voinovich has submitted a two- 
year budget of $30.8 billion which, he said, 
represents a "new ei of thinking 
about state government spending. In many ways, it 
represents a forward-thinking budget, which attempts 
hot merely to continue to do what has already been 
done but which seeks to shift the government's em- 
phasis toward self-help, early intervention-in the lives 
of children and families, and community-based solu 
tions to social problems 
One of the critical aspects of the governor's budget 
is its focus on expanding programs to assist families 
and children. In expanding funding for Head Start, so 
—that all Ohio's eligible children will be enrolled by 1995 
in beefing up the state's child support enforcement 
efforts; in improving coordination among state and 
local governments through the Family and Children 
First initiative; and in expanding the state's Healthy 
Start program. providing care to all children up to ages 
10 and 11 who are in households earning below 100 
percent of the poverty level, the governor has mace 
a responsible decision to use government resources 
trte help our state's poorest and most vulnerable 
citizens to get a head start on the future 
In the General Assistance program, the governor 
has continued the six-month eligibility enacted in 
199). However, he has mitigated its impact by provid- 
ing the possibility of an additional six months for those 
persons enrolled in a residential treatment center 


The governor has also been responsible in his 
etforts to equalize state education spending. He has 
proposed additional funding to increase the state’s 
support for Ohio's poorest school districts. At the 
same time, while he has proposed no increase in the 
state's funding for disadvantaged students, he 
proposes to more sharply focus those dollars so they 
can-reach the school districts most in need of them. _ 

There are some quibbles with the budget. It Is 
disappointing that the governor feels compelled to cut 
the state's day care. program eligibility from parents 
making 185 percent of the poverty level to 100 percent 
As State Rep, Jane Campbell said, this represents a 
disincentive for the working poor 

While the.governor's budget proposes a 7.8 percent 
increase In tunds for primary and secondary educa- 
tion, this amount is far less than the state’s education 
administration believes is necessary to meet the needs 
ofthe state's children. 

But in most areas, we agree that the governor's 
budget reflects appropriate priorities for the future of 
the state 

We know that much work will be done between now 
and June 30, when the budget must be approved. 
The document that will ultimately be developed will 
certainly reflect many of the concerns of the General 
Assembly 


Racism, baseball -- and Schott 


ineinnati Reds owner Marge Schott has been 
suspended from baseball for a year because 
of remarks indicating racial bigotry against 
Blacks, Jews, and other.minorities. The decision has 
been attacked by some, who have charged that it 
 Ylolates Sthott's right to free speech. But to us, the 
decision was the only one major league baseball could 
reach to address what has been a public relations -- 
and moral -- nightmare. 
nat Major league baseball has always had an elevated 
evptatus in this nation -- and has an intimate role in the 
nation’s racial history. The very fact that it is has been 
judicially exempted from the nation’s anti-trust laws 
indicates the unique role “The National Pastime" plays 
in the nation’s’ psyche. Furthermore, the decision to 
ban Blacks from the game in the 1890s was certainly 
part of a climate of legalized segregation and *dis- 
crimination. At the same time, the signing of Jackie 
Robinson as the first Black baseball player in the 
modern preceded the integeation of the armed ser- 
vices and the later Supreme Court decision outlawing 
segregation 
Marge Schott thus is not simply a team owner; she 
is a steward of what has become part of a national 
trust. She has a responsibility to her fellow owners and 
to all the citizens who support the industry to opty 
herself in a manner that reflects the nation's highest 


ideals, She has violated that trust, and deserves to be 
punished 

Of course, the owners can be accused of hypocrisy 
because Schott is being punished for the views that 
many of them possess However, this argument is 
valid only if we believe that the failure to catch every 
speeder means that no speeder should be punished. 
Schott is being punished because her behavior has 
been ‘publicly exposed, and has been shown to 
demand public censure, To do less would 
demonstrate the very premise that the baseball 
owners are trying to live down -- that. in fact, Schott's 
comments are so widespread, and so much a part of 
the attitudes of the game, that there is rightfully no 
censure for them 

While Schott's censure was right, that does not end 
major league baseball's problem, The very fact that 
some of her remarks were made in the presence of her 
fellow owners -- and without their censure at the time 
they were made -- indicates that baseball still has a long 
way to go before it excises the demons of racism which 
have infected it for more than 100 years. We would 
hope that the Schott suspension ts just the beginning 
of increased efforts to improve the climate for Blacks in 
baseball, both on and off the field

Politics and police 


Michael Pipkins was‘only 20 years old when Michael 
White was elected mayor of Cleveland, and he had 
little, if any, involvement in the campaign and the 
activities surrounding that election 

But in his death, Michael Pipkins is likely to play a 
larger fole in the political pregent -- and future -- of 
mayor Michael White than h@ could have ever im- 
agined in his life. The issue, of 
course, is not Pipkins himself, but his 
death at the hands of the Cleveland 


on Cleveland's always-volatile, al- 
ways-racial politics 

Pipkins was killed December 28, 
as two police officers were attempt- 
ing to arrest him on suspicion of 
driving astolen car. The case -- com- 
ing as it did after a series of incidents 
in which Blacks died while in police 
custody, and several months after 
the ruling in the Rodney King case set the streets of 
Los Angeles ablaze -- created an outpouring of anger 
against the police 

For White the mayor, the Pipkins case may have 
come at a propitious time. Pipkins was killed Decem- 
ber 28, and his case resolved February 4 > inthe dead 
of winter, a time of little outside congregating and thus 
little likelihood of an inflammatory scene, As White 
himself was quoted as saying. "If the coroner's,ruling 
would have been in August, we would have had fire.” 

But the timing was not so great from a political 
standpoint, The ruling that the officers’ use of force 
was not eriminal -- made by the city prosecutor, a Black 
woman; Barbara Dantorth -- may have the impact of 
galvanizing community anger. at the city’s police, the 
law. department, and _the mayor for whom they all 
serve 

Mike White-is clearly aware of the political ramifica- 
tions. 

"I'm sure he's thought about what the political 
ramifications (of the ruling) could be, and what the 
ramifications could be of not taking the course,” said 
Alan Seifullah, the mayor's spokesman. However, 
Seifullah quickly stated that the possible political 
ramifications “weren't part of the decision making 
process by the law director or the prosecutor." 

The tensions between the Black community and the 
police department were further inflamed by comments 
attributed to police union head Bob Beck, who was 
quoted by the Cleveland Plain Dealer as telling his 
members at a union rally that the union's threat to 
strike the city if the officers were-criminally charged 
caused the mayor to back down 

Beck later backed away from those remarks, send- 
ing a letter of apology to Mayor White and saying thal 


the Plain Dealer story had mischaracterized what he 
said , 

if there is one area of urban municipal government 
which is a constant source of political dynamite, it is 
the relationship of Blacks to the police. Whether the 
city is Los Angeles or Detroit or New York--, or 
Cleveland, Cincinnati or Columbus *-- ihe same pat- 
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terns seem to hold true: a Black population feeling 
under pressure by the police; a polite department 
often, far whiter than the city at large; a police union 
leadership, often-almost monolithically white, which 
aggressively defends its officers, and a Black com- 
munity leadership which views-police brutality and 
abuse, at least as much as police protection, as a 
central issue of political governance 

That explosive mix has detonated the.careers,of 
many politicians, and not all of them are white. Los 
Angeles mayor Tom Bradley's decision to step down 
after 20 years may have been prompted at least in part 
by the intense fallout from the Rodney King case, and 
the subsequent racial explosion 
__ Seifullah does not believe, however, that -- the 
Pipkins case notwithstanding -- police-community 
relations will be a sore point for a White second 
mayoral term, 

“For the most part, the relations between the police 
and community are good," Seifullah said, noting that 
the mayor has made such relations a high priority of 
his administration. 

in the Pipkins case, Seifullah believes that the best 
way to handle the situation is the way the mayor chose 
-- through intensive investigation, and clear explana- 
tion to the community of his course of action. . It 
reflects, Seifullah said, a faith in the fundamental fair- 
ness and integrity of the community. 

"Whether or not they completely agree with the 
decision, they would agree that the process was 
thorough and fair," Seifullah said 

Of course, the viewpoint of the voters will ultimately 
bereflectedin November. And;by thetiment’s all over, 
Michael Pipkins, non-politician, could be the most 
important person in the mayor's race, and in Mike 
White's future 


Affirmative Action: With a twist 


I'd like to make a case for affirmative action, but not 
as it is traditionally understood. I'd like to make a case 
for affirmative action within the Black community. 

Think of the National Basketball 
Association draft lottery. What 
team in the league gets the best 
new players? The worst team, be- 
cause the ideal in sports is to have 
teams that are competitive with one 
another. A game with a 500 to 6 
score would be boring. but a 124- 
123, triple over-time game is fan- 
tastic. It's more exciting for the fans, 
attracts a larger audience and this 
is more profitable for the owners 
and players. . 

Now look at Black America. The 
worst team in the league is the so-called Black under- 
class. The best.team in the league consists of people 
like me, the Black middie class, who are well-educated 
and affluent (roughly 30 percent of Blacks control 80 
percent of the wealth in the Black community), Now, 
when America implements affirmative action policies, 
what team in the league is strengthened? The best 
team. The team that doesn't need it 

Tony Brown does not need help. | never did. | have 
never received welfare, scholarships or benefits from 
any social program. | was going to make it from the day 
| was born, and so were a /ot of other Blacks. It is not 
a matter of all of us needing somebody to help us make 
It - 


|t is true that all-of us who are Black have been’ 


historically discriminated against and are discriminated 
against today. We do need laws to level the playing field 
and to protect our right to compete fairly for jobs and 
education, But that is all the Black middie class needs 
-- because we are already succeeding. If affirmative 
action is needed, it is needed by the Black underclass 
-- and the Black middie class is successful enough to 
prowide it 

Black organizations hold 350 .conventions each 
summer. We spend $16 billion in hotels owned by 


whites while-discussing white racism and Black pover- 
ty. Our Hote! bill equals the entire foreign aid budget of 
the United States, a fullone percentofGNP., ° 

At one convention, the Congressional Black Caucus 
legislative weekend held in Washington every Séptem- 


ber, middle-class Blacks spend $500 millionin five days 
-- $100 million a day at the Hilton Hotel and other white 
firms. At the midnight fashion show, the best-attended 
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event of the weekend, the first 5,000 who can get in sit 
at $10,000 tables 

Next door are-another 5,000 watching television, 
wearing $10,000 dresses, eating; drinking and-danc- 
ing. The speaker finally gets up and gives the obligatory 
speech about what white people, conservatives and 
the Republicans won't do for us. 

So here is a modest, off-the-cuff example of how 
Black affirmative action could work:. Cancel all the 
Biack converitions for one year Take $3 billion and 
create a capital formation fund. Deposit the rest of the 
$16 billion in the bank, divide the interest into units of 
$20 million, and buy 20 hotels, one in each of the major 
markets in America. And put Blacks to work running 
them, Presently, Blacks do not own one major hotel in 
America 

We don't need to ask anybody's permission to do 
this, All we need is for Black people like me -- the Black 
middle class -- to decide to cancel a few meetings and 
put the money in a bank 

| don't expect whites to do anything for Blacks. It is 
up to us to do it for ourselves, God has blessed us, He 
has given us wealth ahd a phenomenal history. The

If African-Americans, or other 
minorities, are involved in negative 
kinds of activities, these 
phenomenon seem to get sensa- 
tional coverage. And because 
these negatively impacting kinds of 
activities send negative messages 
to the viewers, readers and lis- 
teners in our areas, why is there no 
equity in coverage, and why cannot, 
and why does not, the media see 


the necessity of balancing 
coverage? 

The viewing, listening and read- 
ing public deserves truth in total, not 
primarily or exclusively negative im- 
pacting coverage and reporting that 
chronicles a bleak and hopeless en- 
vironment bereft of principles and 

morality, This kind of news 
reporting can be as frightening to 
some segments of our population 
as It is ‘enlightening’, At the very 
least it -is certainly discouraging 
With the saturation of gloom and 
despair we need reporting of the 
positive personalities within our 
communities and the good things 
that happen. 

All people need to know about 
Gordon Parks ,,. about the continu- 
ing contributions-of a Janet Jack- 
son, Michelle Bradley-Hopkins ... of 
a Jennette Bradley, Allpeople need 
to know about Songs of My People. 
This work needs to be as distin- 
guished and publicized as that of 
other major photo collections. 

What is the message the 
majority media sends when taking 
a Starter Jacket, or committing any 
other crime, totally eclipses the 
celebrations of good people and 
positive things accomplished? 

What are the far ranging impacts 
of this proclivity of the majority 
media to appeal to the morbidities 
within our society by heavy em- 
phasis on negative news coverage 
and reporting? It would seem each 
of these polarized (negative and 
positive) aspects of daily life would 
be news worthy. Indeed they are, 
but if we continue to get the néga- 
tive in huge, descriptively detailed 
feeding, while we are virtually ra- 
tioned-and spoon fed the positive 
aspects in diminished doese~...

Does this tendency say the per- 
son who steals a camera is more 
news worthy than a Gordon Parks, 
who remarkably, against: a multi- 
plicity of prevailing odds, used a 
camera and with enormous intellect 
and vision turned it into an instru- 
ment of artistic creation and excel- 
lence? 

Is the sensationalism of crime 
and punishment (or crime and non- 
punishment) and the limited 
coverage of that which is good and 
positive send a message of how 
best to be recognized? And if thatis 
the message .,, what are the con- 
sequences and what are the op- 
tions? 

One might suppose that the 
thinking, “caring, people-and most 
especially African-Americans, 
should be tiring of this disparity in 
the coverage of events within our 
community. One would suppose 
that while we cannot mask” the in- 
cidences of criminality or the 
despairs we endure or are forced to 
live with, it might be encouraging to 
be constantly and equally reminded 
there are people of good, people of 
outstanding accomplishments and 
activities, people and events of 
worth-equally news worthy ... if not 
more so ... than those with negative 
persuasions.

Associates recall 
courage of Zebbs

Friends and family are mourming the loss of the Rev Arthur Alvin 
Zebbs, beloved minister and civil rights activist. At the age of 66, the 
Rev, Zebb$ Uied of a heart attack Jan. 23 at Meridia Hillcrest Hospital, 
Ironically, memofial services were held on Jan. 28. his birthday 

The Rev. Zebbs was called to his first appointment in the Methodist , 
denomination at Cory Methodist Church, where he served as associate 
pastor. He went on to pastorships at seven churches, two in the illinois 
Conference and five in the Ohio conference of the United Methadist 
Church, until he returned to Cory Methodist and went into semi-retire; 
ment a’ associate pastor in July of 1992 

The Rey, Zebbs gained a reputation for being an outspoken leader 
as the director of the Congress of Racial Equality (CORE) in Columbus 
the director of the Southeast Center of the Columbus Metropolitan Area 
Community Action Organization (CMACAQ) and as the director of the 
Black Studies Department and Admissions at Denison University. The 
Rev. Zebbs also wrote a weekly column for the "Columbus Call and 


Friends and former co-workers. remember the Rev. Zebbs as a 
courageous man who was passionate about every struggle he took on 
“He took some great risks," said Carlton Frailer, a member of Alters 
Gate United Methodist Church, where thé Rev. Zebbs served as pastor 
from 1961 to 1964. "He was one of the predominant personalities of the 
Civil Rights Movement. He took three bus loads from Columbus with 


While at Alters Gate, the Rev. Zebbs organized a demonstration 
agairist the Ohio National Bank on Mt. Vernion Ave, Though many Black 
churches and African-American community members deposited their 
money at the branch, the Rev. Zebbs noticed that there were no Blacks 
in significant positions there, The demonstration he organized resulted 
in the hiring of the first two Black officers ever employed by the-bank 

Frailer participated in a demonstration organized by the Rev. Zebbs 
to desegregate Glenwood Pool, on the corner of Hague and Parkside 
onthe Hilltop. "He always seemed to be enthusiastic about civil nghts," 
said Frailer. "The church grew in membership while ,he was here and 
the congregation as:a whole was influenced by him He was very 
instrumental in bringing about changes." 

The Rev Phale D, Hale, pastor of Union Grove Baptist Church, worked 
with the Rev. Zebbs in an era when being outspoken could cause 
controversies. “When the Black and white branches of the Methodist 
churches united, some of the whites felt he was too vocal and he was 
transfersed to a church in the Chicago area," said Hale 

Though obstacles often stood in his way, the Rev. Zebbs never gave 
up the battle for justice and equality 

“He was a humanitarian. He was very concerned about oppression 
and racism," said Curtis Brooks, current director of CMACAO, who 
worked with the Rev. Zebbs during his tenure at the organization. "Arthur 
represented the people, He was a grass roots man He was responsible 
for getting CORE ‘off the ground and for organizing citizen groups, He 
always made sure poor people were involved.” 

Brooks has fond memories of the Rev. Zebbs, both professionally and 
personally, "He was a good influence on my life. We had a brotherhood 
relationship, I'm glad | was exposed to him," said Brooks

If gays believe that a presidential 
mandate to ban gay discrimination 
in the military is going to be the 
magic wand to end their problem, | 
advise them to "re-close” the closet 
door. There will come along a 
president who will reimpose the 
ban, and because everyone will 
know who you are and where you 
are, your life could become a living 
hell. 

The American psyche ts an inter- 
esting thing, Our superiority 
syndrome seems to lead us to 
believe that all things that happen 
in life are peculiarto our time alone. 
That ours is the first sex saturated 
society, That homosexuality and 
the gay lifestyle are the 20th century 
phenomenon.

Linda K. majored in English and 
had a minor in dance trom the 
University of Dayton. She taught 
dance in Columbus Public Schools 
for three years on a temporary cer

“add on" certification standards did

My sense of justice is offended 
Teachers who have left their 
schools afteralong day and battled 
traffic, parking, long hours, and time 
from family to earn further degrees 
should be appalled. It’s not fair. It's 
not right 

in 1994. it will be interesting to 
see how the Board explains not 
graduating hundreds of juniors who 
have not passed all four portions of 
the proficiency tests. Why should 
students have to meet standards if 
our superintendents don’t? 

Although Dr. Mixon may make a 
wonderful superintendent, the 
public deserves to know why 
standards and procedures are 
being ignored to exclude qualified 
and certitied people trom the job 
No position was posted. no search 
was conducted and no: other can- 
didates were interviewed although 
many exist both within and outside 
our system 

This problem is not about Dr. 
Larry Mixon; it is about the Board of

Actually, it was so rough that 
there were 18 deaths and 159 serious 
injuries in the 19th century associated 
with the game, according to historians.

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DDI and DDC show benefits [| 


in advanced HIV disease 


AZT not only 
drug that 
fights AIDS 


The drugs didanosine (DD!) and 
zalcitabine (DDC) are similarly ef- 
fectiveand safe in slowing the 
progression of disease in HIV-in- 
fected individuals who no longer 
benefit from zidovudine (AZT) or 
who are intolerant of its side effects, 
according to a community-based 
study sponsored by the National 
Institute of Allergy and infectious 
Disease (NIAID). 

At present, DDI is the only anti- 
HIV medication. approved by the 
Food and Drug Administration for 
single-drug-use in patients who 
cannot take or do not respond to 
treatment with AZT. DDC currently 
is indicated for use in combination 
with AZT. 

“These new findings suggest 
that single-drug therapy with DDC 
has arole in the treatment of people 
with HIV disease who are unable to 


tolerate AZT or in those disease 


worsens while taking AZT," says An- 
thony'S, Fauci, M.D. NIAID director. 
The study, conducted at 78 sites 
affiliated with the 17 units of NIAID’s 
Terry Beirn Community Programs 
for Clinical research on AIDS 
(CPCRA), enrolled 467 patients, 
approximately two-thirds of whom 
had been diagnosed with AIDS 
"This study underscored the im- 
portance of community-based re- 
search, and demonstrates that 


* crucial questions can be addressed 
outside the setting of a- university or 
large medical center,” adds Dr. 
Fauci, 

The study had an “open-label 
design," méaning that although par- 
ticipants were randomly assigned 
to receive DDI or DDC, both the 
investigations. and patients knew 
which drug each patient was receiv- 
ing. 


The midpoint of the CD4+ T cell 
counts of the patients in the study 
was 37 cells per cubic millimeter 
(MMS) of blood. CD4+ T cells are 
the crucial immune cells depleted 
during HIV infection. Healthy per- 
sons, without HIV disease usually 
have 800 to 1500 cells/mms3. Of the 
230 patients taking ODI, 156 diedor 
suffered new infections or other 
conditions indicating a worsening of 
their HIV disease. of 237 in the DDC. 
group, 150 participants became 
more ill or died. 


“In both groups, the time to the 
first event that marked a progres- 
sion of disease was about nine 
months,” said Donald | Abrams, 
M.D., chairman of the San Francis- 
co Community Consortium and 
principal investigator of the study. 
"The trend in survival rate for 
patients taking DDC was slightly 
better, but not statistically sig- 
nificant. Patients taking DDI had a 
small, transient rise in their CD4+ T 
ceil count early in the study, but this 
increase lasted only a short time." 

Approximately two-thirds of 
patients on each of the study drugs 


suffered at least one adverse al- 
tributable to their assigned medica- 
tion. However; the pattern of these 
side effects was different for each 
drug. Compared with patients who 
received DDC, more patients who 
took DDI reported stomach pain, 
diarrhea and symptoms of 
pancreatitis as the most common 
side effects. Patients who took DDC 


. were more likely to report numb- 


ness, pain or burning in their feet or 
hands, and painful mouth ulcers. 


"These results reinforce pre- 
vious observations that ODI. and 
DDC have differently toxicity 
profiles , important considerations 
for physicians when recommending 
antiretroviral treatment for an in- 
dividual patient,” said Or. Abrams. 

The implications of these data 
for clinical practice currently are 
being evaluated. On advice’ from 
the AIDS research Advisory Com- 
mittee of NIAID's Division of AIDS, 
NIAID will issue within 10 days a 
Clinical alert about the study find- 
ings to physicians who care for 
patients with HIV. Physicians and 
health care providers can call 1- 
800-TRIALS-Ato request additional 
information on the study findings. 


Patients began enrolling in the 
study in December 1990, and fol- 
low-up ended in mid-September 
1992. One third of the patients inthe 
study were non-white,one quarter 
were current or former users of in- 
jections drugs and 10 percent were 
women,

Everyone has a favorite teacher. 
Naomi Trout Swanson Young has

Young says she always had the 
desire to serve in the community 
and originally wanted to be a social 
worker. “It was the influence of my 
father that guided me into becoming 
a teacher," said Young. 

Young taught at Burnside 
Heights school from 1949 to 1953. 
As.any teacher can testify, the job 
comes with its ups and downs. 

"Over and all, teaching has been.

Teaching is a tradition that young 
has passed down to her daughter, 
Andrea, who teaches at Fairmoor 
Elementary.

After teaching at Burnside, 
Young went on to teach at several 


schools in the Columbus Public 
School System, including Fair- 
wood, West Broad Elementary, 
Champion and Monroe, 

Young has volunteered with the 
Columbus Literary Council and par- 
ticipated in a literacy program at 
Scottwood School. Young also 
served as the director of the tutor- 
ing program at Rehoboth Temple 
Church and now works in the Adult 
Education program at World Har- 
vest Church, 4595 Gender Road. 

The reality of raising children in 
an often dangerous .and violent 
world is something Young -ex- 
perienced first hand as the mother 
of five children, Andrea, Deborah, 
Reginald, Kewsi and Timothy. 
Young offered words of advice for 
working mothers struggling to 
balance careers and family life. 

"The strong desire and motive to 
achieve is what will get you 
through,” said Young, who went on 
to elaborate on life experiences 
when money was tight and time 
was in economy.

The Ohio Lottery and your school district;

If there are 100 students in your 
local school, how many of those 
students will have their education 
paid for by Ohio Lottery funds? 

One? Eight? 25? How about all 
100 students? 

The correct answer is eight, and 
| suspect that not too many Ohioans 
passed this mini-quiz. 

During the 1991-92 school year, 
(Fiscal 1992 for state agencies), the 
Lottery ‘transferred more-than 
$641.7 million to primary and 
secondary education in Ohio. That 
may sound like a lot of money, but 
it makes up only about eight per- 


” centof the more than $8.3 billion the 


schools need to operate. 

That means the Lottery pays for 
the education of about eight of 
every 100 children. . The federal 
government pays for about-six 
children, the state pays for about 
36 children, and you, the local 
school district taxpayer, pays for 
the other 50 children. 

Each year, all Lottery profits -- 
100 percent -- go to education. 
Since the Lottery began in 1975, 
we have transferred about $4.8 bil- 
lion to the schools, through the Lot- 
tery Profits Education Fund. While 
these numbers are substantial, itis 
clear that the Lottery was never in- 
tended to be a cure-all for educa- 
tional funding.

The case for 
entrepreneurship 
strong as ever 


Just why has there been so much interest 
in entrepreneurship in America ‘in, say, the 
Jast decade or so? And just why is 
entrepreneurship for African Americans such 
an exciting avenue to explore? 

One answer emerges. froma simple ex- 
amination of the cycles that govern business 
history, (Of course, that statement repre- 
sents my own view of how stuff happens.) 

My own analysis indicates that the gridlock 
and slow growth that'stifles many major in- 
Stitutions after they have grown large and 
assumed dominant positions in their markets 
is that many have simply been caught off 
guard by “the winds of change." (No, this 
won't be as boring as all that). 

| believe major. corporations that have 
been downsizing in the last decade or more 

are doing so often for reasons other than 
simply their need to become’ "lean and 
mean." Sure, the ability to respond to chal- 
lenges from "the new kids on the block" is a 
basic tenet of maintaining a competitive edge 
in your marketplace. ° 

The companies that seem to stay ahead of 
all the games played by their new com- 
petitors are the ones that are able to an- 
ticipate what will happen next in their markets 
and secure their stakes well-ahead-of_their 
competition. 

Sooner or later, even the most skilled 
entrepreneur gets to be "fatand happy”. The 
company. that once was the envy of the 
world's business community becomes bound 
up in bureaucratic |nertia. 

Entrepreneurship, the opposite of all that, 
is like youth, You get only so many years of 
it. What you do to stay young and agile is just 
as important as being able to think ahead, 
As with people, corporations also age, They, 
like people, die, too. (Governments do the 
same thing.) 

What the downsizing of a number of major 
corporations like the IBMs, ATTs, GMs, etc. 
have done is release a tremendous reservoir 
of skilled business people into the workplace. 
Here | am speaking of managers, profes- 
sionals, and technicians, all of whom went to 
‘school, got certificates, and were convinced 
that they were on the right paths to advancing 
their own careers inside these companies. 

The environment in which career choices 
have to be made these days is substantially 
more uncertain for the well-trained individual 
thanit has been at anytime, | dare say, since 
World War Il, What this environment does, 
however, is forces us all to rethink the as- 
sumptions on which our choices are based. 

_. You_cannot plan you future with many a 


major corporation these days and be ever so 
certain that things will turn out just the way 
you planned them. You may be able to 
marry, have a family, get a good job with 
benefits, buy a house, send your children to 
college, and retire in dignity with few cares. 
But not the degree of certainty as in the past. 

All this makes for a perfect environment for 
budding entrepreneurs, that fearless breed 
of risk takers who decide that they and they 
alone will decide the outcome of their 
careers, indeed their lives. It means that 
employees won't be as loyal as they may 
have been in the past. (It also means that 
the management that survives inside what's 
left of the “right-sized" organization will have 
a greater pool of skilled workers from which 
to choose.) 

As for as. African Americans businesses 
are concerned, the myriad of programs and 
services available, and the. willingness of 
many major organizations to do business 
with small enterprises represent oppor- 
tunities that we have not seen in many years. 
The last time you we saw organizations ac- 
tively talking about their programs for minority 
businesses was in the late 1960s and early 
1970s. And that was in response to the civil 
unrest of that period. 

A ‘John Johnson (of Ebony Magazine 
fame) starting his publishing business today 
would have so many more options available 
to him than when he started in 1942 with a 
$500 loan from his mother and an oppressive, 
racial climate. He would see no real barriers 
to doing business with anybody he wishes. 

| am acutely aware of numerous stories of 
white bureaucrats that have no interest in 
seeing minority businesses succeed and will 
do anything in their power to prevent that 
success. In fact, | know of black business 
owners who complain that black ad- 
ministrators in programs in state, city and 
-federal_government have-no-real.iaterest in— 
seeing their black counterparts in business 
be successful, either. Wherever this evil ex- 
ists, it must be uprooted Les 

Talk to Project BOSS, a program that will 
help you identify underserved markets in 
Columbus. Talk to the Chamber of Com- 
merce. Talk to the banks. Talk to govern- 
ments. Talk to family, friends, and associates. 

But most ofall, let's talk to ourselves and 
decide how each of us.-can secure our places 
in this environment full of danger and oppor- 
tunity, We'll have no one to blame but oursel- 
ves if we don't get it together now -- mpaning, 
this moment, '

For its second annual special section 
entitied "Black Entrepreneurship in 
America", the Wall Street Journal inter- 
viewed"at least one Columbus area 
businessman, "Marvin Swain of the My 
Mama's Sweet Potato Pie Company.

With atms dipping deep into a pie 
batter vat, Swain emphasizes the impor- 
tance of trust and longevity in any lending 
or investment relationship. Starting his 
sweet potato pie company-with $50, 


Swain reinvested, sold, reinvested and 
sold pies out of the back of his car until 
he was finally able to Secure a retail outlet 
location on Hudson Ave. 

About finally receiving financing from 
his banker, Swain says,”"| had to gain the 
bank's confidence that | could pay the 
money back. You need to bein business 
3-5 years before you are a solid business 
risk, according to the bank. | got to know 
my banker on a first name basis. Once 
they find out they can trust you, it's alot 
easier to get money for future projects." 

Swain relates how he had bad credit 
and had just come outof a divorce when 
hé decided to'go into business for him- 
self. He relates the time he had $4,500 
in his business checking account and 
had to put up $1,000 of it to collateralize 
a loan. This loan, however, got him 
started on his way to a stronger relation- 
ship with his banker. Because of the 
relationship he has now established, 
Swain is confident that he and his banker 
can work through most ofehis current 
financing needs, 

As a possibility for future funding sour- 
ces, Swain indicates individual investors 
could provide additional capital and that 
he would be willing to listen to invest- 
ment propositions, should they be 
forthcoming

Enrolled agents, tax attorneys 
and CPAs prepare tax returns. So 
do numerous individuals who hold 
themselves out as tax preparers 
However, neither the IRS nor other 
governments organizations have 
licensing requirements for such tax 
preparers. What's more, not all tax 
preparers are permitted to present 
yourcase to the IRS in the event that 
your tax return is audited. General- 
ly-only CPAs, tax attorneys and en- 
rolled agents are permitted to 
represent clients before the IRS 


In evaluating tax preparers, con 
sider how long they have been in 
business and whether they work 
full-time or-part-time. Ask about 
their involvement in professional 
associations and in continuing 
professional education 


Keep in mind, too, that CPAs who 
provide'tax services have passed a 
stringent professional. examination, 
which concentrates in part on tax 
law and have usually met ex- 
perience and education require 
ments in order to obtain their CPA 
certificate. Enrolled agents are ad- 
mitted to practice before the IRS 
after passing an IRS examination or 
after completing five years of audit- 
level service as an IRS employee

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Arthur Ashe: A figure of unquestionable integrity

On Aug, 1, 1963, the name of Arthur 
Ashe uttered from every mouth as the 
first Black on the U.S, Davis Cup Team 
Nearly twenty year later, that utterance 
continues. Mr. Ashe died Saturday, Feb 
6, because of AIDS complications. He 
was 49. 

Noted for, milestones across the board 
from athletics, education and for social 
crusades'and injustices, Ashe will always 
be remembered as a man with unques- 
tionable integrity in dealings with his 
family, his sport, and his life 

The strength of Ashe. character has 
touched the lives of many who knew him 
asa tennis superstar, a spokesperson for 
equality, and most importantly, for being 
a caring human being 

"| knew him, had dinner with him and 
played with him three times," said Al Mat- 
thews, a former colleague and friend of 
Ashe. "It was kind of special ... what he 
did up to that point. It was the fact of how 
he did it. | resettled myself after him 

Matthews, 37, a professional tennis 
player and instructor at Scarborough 
East Tennis Club, 5641 Alshire Road 
spent, some time.with Ashe at UCLA, 
where the fallen hero had lead his tennis 
team to the 1965 NCAAtitle. Ashe later 
became the first Black to win amateur 
U.S. Nationals, the U.S. Open (1968) 
the Australian Open (1970) and defeated 
Jimmy Connors for the Wimbledon 
Men's Singles title in 1975. Ashe was 
tanked No, 1 in the world in 1986 and 
1975. He retired int980-after-having a

“He was a role model for me," said 
Matthews. "He was the only Black to play 
and he was number one. He did it where 
he showed me enough Blackness and 
did it well, He was a great ambassador 
Some Black people called him a Tom. A 
lot of stress contributed to his heart 
problems." 

Matthews described Ashe as being a 
quiet, easy-going gentleman. "He was so 
complete, that's why (his death) is sad 
For a person that led his life as he did 
and lost it like that is sad. He did every- 
thing well." 

Ashe proved his integrity and 
dominance to handles problem when he 


was faced with having to lie to protect his 
privacy when he was confronted by a 
USA Today reporter questioned how he 
contracted the virus. Ashe reluctantly 
announced that he was HIV positive after 
a 1983 blood transfusion 

"Again, he was so complete, He had 
the athleticism and the mind,” said Mat 
thews, who turned pro in 1977. “He had 
both and developed both. | remember 
the days when he spoke during inter 
views aftera match. Alot of players didn't 
want to speak after Ashe spoke.” 

Ashe, whe was named to the Interna 
tional Hall of Fame in 1985, was ac 
many issues such as apartheid, racism in 
sports, Haitian refugees, and the defeat 
of AIDS. He also wrote a three-volume 
book titled, A Hard Road to Glory 

“He was active in everything,” said 
Matthews. “He stressed education mo 
than athletics, His main goal was @duca- 
tion, but he spent a lot of time on causes 
‘He opened a lot of doors (for Blacks) and 
had respect from people at higiT levels 
He was pretty bright 

Ashe, though being a soft-spoken per 
son, held firm to what.ne'believed in. In 
1992, he fought for Haitian rights and was 
arrested during a demonstration against 
the Bush administration in Washington 
D.C. On Jan. 16, 1985, he was-arrested 
in an anti-apartheid pre and on Oct

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Governor unveils a 
‘slim $30.8 B budget

Gov. George Voinovich said he 


has a new plan for spending $30.8 * 


billion in taxpayer's money over the 
next two years, 

In unveiling his new budget, the 
governor called for creation of a 
"new paradigm” in spending state 
dollars. While he said that the state 
would continue to "work harder and 
smarter and do more with less” 
the watchword of his first two years 
of office -- the governor's budget 
would also make some shifts. in 
spending based on what he called 
some "key investment strategies” 


» for the future

One of the strategies, Voinovich 
said, was a focus on community- 
based services. As previously un- 
veiled by Lieutenant Governor 
this focus will 
result in a shift in dollars for the 
state’s corrections programs from 
imprisonment to community-based 
correctional alternatives. 

In affect, the shift to community- 
based correctional programs 
refiacted the governor's view that 
the state's massive prison building 


, program, begun in 1982, had not 


succeeded in curtailing crime 

-The “endless and expensive 
(prison) construction boom must be 
replaced" with an improved and 
secure system of community-based 
incarceration, the governor said 

Another strategy will be the ex- 
pansion of*programs to benefit 
families. and children, focusing on 
early intervention to break the cycle 
of poverty and improved coordina- 
tion of program services. 

The governor's proposed budget 
will almost triple spending for Head 
Start over the current biennium,

‘with the goal of enrolling in the pro- 
gram all eligible children by 1995 

The gov@rnor's budget also 
sought to begin the process of 
equalizing school funding among 
the state's districts. 

Several predominately rural ‘dis- 
tricts have already sued the state, 
alleging that there are massive in- 
equities in school funding because 
of the differences in local wealth 
that violate the state constitutional 
requirement for a “thorounn and ef- 
ficient" system of education. 

The Voinovich budget proposes 
to expand onthe equalization by 
setting aside $60 million in’ fiscal 
year 1994 and $75 million in 1995 
for additional sUbsidies for the 
poorest 214 school districts in the 
State 

At the same time, the budget 
proposes that the highest wealth 
districts (those with assessed 
valuations over $285,000 per pupil 
in property tax valuations) will 


tr 


receive only 70 percent of their 
1991 state subsidy in fiscal year 
1994, ahd only 55 percent in 1995. 

"School funds should not be 
doled out to rich and poor alike," 
Voinovich said of his plan 

The governor's budget would 
maintain the six-month eligibility tor 
general assistance which originally 
enacted in 1991. However, the plan 
would approve an additional six 
months of benefits for those per- 
sons in a residential substance 
abuse treatment program. 

However, the governor's budget 
did not please everyone. Inthe area 
of education, it was $1,5 billion less 
than the stale superintendent and 
the state board of education had 
recommended 

The public feels they re invest- 
ing substantial money in education, 
and they don't feel they re getting a 
return on their investment,’ 
Voinovich said in defense of his 
budget proposal. 

Before massive additional 
amounts can, be spent on educa- 
tion, the governor concluded. 
“we're going to have to see educa- 
tional reform, and education retorm 
means educational results." 

The $30.8 billion two-year 
budget, while the largest in state 
history, represents growth in state- 
only dollars of 5.6 percent in fiscal 
year 1994 and 6.6 percent in fiscal 
year 1995. Much of the increase 
comes from an increase in federal 
dollars, primarily for the medicaid 
and other human services 
programs 


The four-year budget repre- 


sented fhe lowest rate of growth for 
a four-year budget period in the 
past 25 years, Voinovich said. 

The budget must be approved by 
the Ohio General Assembly by June 
30

Governor George Voinovich's

a joint session of the Ohio General 
Assembly,in-which he called for 
“bold leadership" to tackle the 
problems of workers’ compensation 
costs, medicaid reform, and educa- 
tional reform drew a mixed 
response from several of the state's 
Black legislators 

While one Columbus legislator 
praised the governor's mention of 
his administration's efforts to im- 
prove the minority business pro- 
gram of the state, another chided 
the governor on a lack of vision and 
leadership in addressing the state's 
problems 

Governor Voinovich's speech 
was a model of cooperative spirit, in 
contrast to concerns the governor 
had raised in the past regarding a 
recalcitrant legislature. He ap- 
plauded the leadership of Democrat 
House Speaker Vern Riffe and 
Republican Senate President Stan- 
ley Aronoff, noting that they had 
forged bipartisan effort" to address 
the state's economic shortfall in 
1992, and called for more of the 
same in 1993 

"The global marketplace has be- 
come so competitive, that we ab- 
solutely must maintain the new 
spirit of bipartisan cooperation that 
we forged in 1992 to keep Ohio's 
Ship of state sailing as we head into 
the 21st century,” Voinovich said

Voinovich identified reshaping 
the state’s worker's compensation 
program, cutting costs in the 
medicaid program, improving the 
education climate and job develop- 
ment as his top priorities for 1993 

“Number one on the list (of state 
budget problems) is medicaid," 
Voinovich said, The governor noted 
that the major problem in medicaid 
Is the high cost of nursing home 
care 

The bottom line problem is that 
51 percent of the medicaid budget 
is being spent on less than six per- 
cent of the total caseload" -- the 
elderly in nursing homes, Voinovich 
said 

He expressed his support for 
Senate Bill 1, which would make a 
number of cost-saving changes in 
the state's largest health care pro- 
gram, including tightening nursing 
home admissions standards, ex- 
Panding the Passport program, and 
establishing a moratorium on con- 
struction of new nursing home 
beds 

The governor made a call for 
education reform, including chang- 
ing the state’s system of funding 
education "to assure that every 
Ohio child has equal access to 
world-class schools and teachers 
the governor said 

The governor also placed much 
of the blame for the state’s sluggish 
economy on its workers compen- 
sation program 

“Without a doubt, our key jobs 
challenge. in 1993 is the reform of 
the Ohio Bureau of Worker's Com- 
pensation,” Voinovich said. He

tion system "is the silent killer of 
jobs in Ohio," and called on the 
legislature to adopt the recommen- 
Cations of the study commissioned 
on Workers’ Compensation, the 
McKinsey Report 

State Rep. Otto Beatty of Colum- 
bus applauded the governor's ef- 
forts in behalf of minority business. 
During the speech, he noted that 
state government had spent $60 
million more with minority firms last 
year than it did the year before 

"Isn't it a shame that the City of 
Columbus cant make the same 
claims about their progress?" Beat- 
ty said 

However, Beatty also. expressed 
concern that tightening the workers 
compensation and medicaid 
programs may have a disparate im- 
pact on Blacks 

“He's saying that two things 
wrecked the budget -- medicaid and 
worker's compensation," Beatty 
said. "| am concerned about what 
exactly he’s going to do, because 
those two programs have a dis- 
Proportionate impact on our folks." 

"| just hope that he doesn't do 
something that ends up, in the long 
run, that the budget doesn't get 
balanced on the backs of the poor,” 
Beatty said 

Miller agreed that the legislature 
shared the same priorities as the 
governor. However, he questioned 
the governor's vision and leader- 
ship on those issues. 

“The governor is a mechanic," 
Miller said, “He's like a political fix-it 
man. We need systemic change 
The governor talks about the need 
for reform of workers compensa- 
tion, medicaid and education, but 
I'm doubtful about whether his 
reform will’match his rhetoric." 
Miller said that the governor's ac- 
tions in the past have reflected in- 
cremental, rather than systemic 
change 

“Bold leadership is not some- 
thing I've seen come forward from 
him," Miller said 

However, Miller applauded ‘the 
call for a bipartisan approach to the 
state's political problems 

“I'm hopeful we can work closely 
together on the goals’he outlined," 
Miller said
